eral hours after being remove! to his 
home on North street for treatment. 
Mr. Small wa* 0|>ernting the atone 
cruaher. which is run by electricity 
The belt from some unknown cause, 
slipped from the pulley, 
while the 
motor was running at full speed. Mr. 
Small attempted to step the motor, 
when the belt, it is alated, caught bis 
foot,carrying bim into the huge mach­ 
ine, which crushed one of his leg* and 
arms, and caused internal injuries 
The unfortunate man was carried to

The Meatier duck farm, near Way­ 
nesboro. known to many people of this 
sect tor will pprobatdy change bands 
The protracted hot weather of the 
*uinuit r caused a loss of about #4000 to 
the owner, Rev. D. B. Meatier. The 
season began in a very promising man 
ner. 
About July I there were about 
9000 ducklings on the farm, all doing 
well, and the incubtora were still 
busy. 
Then came the unusual bot 
weather and the duck tinge began to die 
off very rapidly. 
This condition con­ 
tinued more or leas throughout July 
and August. 
Manager Sprenkle in ­ 
cubated more tho 12.000 ducklings and 
marketed 4800 
Allowing 20 per cent, 
mortality the loss to the duck farm ie 
more than 5000 dues*, 
which at the 
average realized price of eighty cents 
each, mode a loss of #9000. 
The dock 
farm was established by Rev. Meatier 
a dozen year* ago. The first year he 
raised three dozen ducks, the second 
1250, the third 4000 and the number 
kept growing each year until it reach- 
in all.

Slayer Said Ha W a * Determined to 


Get Square W ith Victim and I* Not 
Sorry He Committed the Deed. 


Reading, Pa., Sept. 19.—Following a 
scries of 
altercations 
lasting more 
than a yeai, Charles K Reich, a far­ 
mer, was shot at his home in Cum™ 
township, this county, by his neighbor. 
L.azarus Shonour. 
The wounded man was taken to a 
hospital in Reading, where he died 
shortly after being admitted. 
Shonour was placed in custody, but 
was reticent as to the shooting. Both 
are middle-aged men with families. 
Reich, the dead man, is the father 
of nine children. Shonour, when placed 
in jail, said that he wa* glad that he 
had killed him; that he did not regret 
his crime. 
The men met in the public road, 
when Shonour fired into Reich’s abdo­ 
men, and the latter begged Shonour 
to desist for the sake of his wile and 
(hildren, but he finished him by shoot­ 
ing him in the hack. 
Immediately after the shooting Dis 
trict Attorney Schaeffer sent County 
Defective Merkel and a squad of off! 
cern to the scene and they apprehend 
cd Hie accused slayer. He calmly ex­ 
plained iiow lie killed iii* neighbor 
Bad blood had e x ite d lad ween the 
two farm ers tor several years. Numer­ 
ous threats were made by Shonour 
and lawsuit* were instituted on sev 
cral occasions. The culmination was 
Hie murder. 
Reich was shot down from aminish 
as he passed the rear of his neighbor's 
property on hi* way to tile Five Mile 
House to purchase groceries.

lured man, whose abdomen was rid­ 
dled with bullets from a shotgun, man­ 
aged to drag 
himself to the 
barn, 
where neighbors were summoned to 
hi* assistance.

Nam es Shonour as Slayer. 


Reich was conscious on the trip to 
the city aud had iittle to say eon 
(Cluing the 
affair, except that he 
hinnied Shonour for the shooting. 
In 
the excitement Ids assailant was quite 
forgotten, aud it was not until after 
Reich was brought to the hospital that 
attention was 
directed towards hi* 
(apt lire. 
When County Detective Merkel, As­ 
sistant District Attorney H. J Durant 
and other officers reached Shonour* 
home he appeared and after extending 
the officials a hearty greeting, said he 
was ready to give himself up now that 
he had gotten square with Reich, and 
declaring that he wa* not sorry he 
committed the deed. His explanation 
of the killing was given in Pennsyl 
Varna Dutch. He said: 
"I was determined to get square 
with Reich and waited until I saw him 
go down the lane from hi* home Se 
curing 
my single-batrel 
shotgun, I 
charged it and waited at my wagon- 
sited. 
I rested the muzzle of the gun 
on the whet-1 of a wagon and when 
Reich passed I pulled the trigger and 
shot him In Un* stomach. Reich cried 
for mercy. 
I loaded my gun a second 
time and while he was lying on the 
ground I emptied a second charge into 
his back and finished the job." 
Shonour handed over the gun and 
said he would willingly accompany 
them to Jail. He was brought to Read 
ing 
and 
taken 
i*efore 
Magistrate 
Damn, where a warrant charging birri 
with murder was served upon him. He 
was Uteri taken to jail. The murder 
was tine of the most cold blooded in 
the history of the county.

Prison Commission May Free 


Bank Wrecker. 


Washington. Sept. 19. —

me, manufactured by tlw California he was shot by Dmitry Bogroff at the

I municipal theater last Thursday night.

The 
patient had 
appeared to im­ 
prove until late Saturday, when peri 
tonitia set in. 
The early examinations made of the 
wounds inflated on the premier by 
Dmitry Bogroff had led to hopes for 
an early recovery. The development 
of unfavorable symptoms followed a 
few hours after the patient had made 
a most hopeful rally. Th* rally fol­ 
lowed immediately the removal of the 
bullet by the surgeons in an effort to 
relieve the premier of the unbearable 
pain of 
which he had 
complained 
throughout Saturday night, and which 
had thrown him into a state of de­ 
pression where death seemed a wel­ 
come relief. 
Several times during Saturday night 
the premier had broken out involun­ 
tarily with a murmured exclamation: 
‘ I feel deatn stealing upon me!" 
The operation was entirely success­ 
ful. 
The bullet had 
been removed 
without difficulty by the use of a local 
anaesthetic, 
aud 
hopes 
apparently 
were justified when the premier ex­ 
perienced a great sense of relief and 
cheerfully talked with his attendants 
He Inquired of 
current events and 
commented on the a p p e a rin g of his 
assailant. 
“The little fellow was awful pitiful 
a* he came up to me in the theater," 
said 
Stolypin. 
"He was pale and 
bowed—a sorry figure." 
The bullet which the doctors ex­ 
tracted was of huge caliber, and prov­ 
ed to have been purchased in Berlin. 
The head was deformed from striking 
tit* Vladimir 
cross which 
adorned 
Stolypin'a breast. Tile cross deflected 
tit# course of the bullet and deprived 
It of much of It* penetrating power. 
Peter A Stolypin wa* * tall, hand­ 
some man of flrtyflvo years. He was 
neither a bureaucrat nor a reaction­ 
ary in the ordinary seuse of these 
terms, and had been said to have been 
Imbued with liberalism, but determin­ 
ed to put down 
the 
revolutionary 
movement at any cost. 
As governor of Saratov he took such 
steps against the terrorists and Lib 
erals alike as won him the detestation 
of the advanced parties and hit life 
was attempted in I SKIS. He was ap­ 
pointed 
prime minister by imperial 
ukase on July 2. 1906, and stamped out 
the 
revolution 
that had grown to 
threatening 
proportions 
during 
the 
premiership of M 
Witte, and which 
W itte’s successor. M Goremykin, had 
not been attle to control. 
Ktolypins life was attempted again 
in August cif that year. when a bomb 
that killed thirty persons was explod­ 
ed at his home. The minister escaped 
with slight Injuries, but two of bis 
children were wounded. As minister of 
the interior preceding his premiership, 
ll. Stolypin came into conflict with 
the duma, and when he made bis first 
speech before that body be was greet­ 
ed with cries of ‘'murderer.’* 
One hundred and fifty arrests of 
lawyers and other acquaintances of 
Dmitry 
Bogroff. the man who shot 
Stolypin, have been made in Kiev. 
Bogroff talked freely of his past life 
and furnished the authorities valuable 
clews. The original confident behavior 
of the prisoner has giveu place to de 
spondency, and he Is now receiving 
medical treatment. 
Among the versions of the circum 
statices leading up to the crime, and 
which must be investigated, is the as­ 
sertion that Bogroff belonged to a n**w 
autonomous revolutionary group, the 
aim of which is to assassinate indi­ 
vidual statesmen. In the course of the 
questioning Bogroff declared that he 
eld M. Stolypin as one of the most 
pernicious men of the stats " 
Another version is that the revolu­ 
tionaries put Bogroff who, according 
to the police, had been filling the dual 
role of revolutions!y agent and police 
spy, in a dilemma where he had to 
kill Stolypin or be himself killed. Bo 
groff chose the first alternative. 
The Hebrews are departing from the 
city precipitously In fear of anti-He­ 
brew riots.

GERMANY REPLIES 


P.ench Offered More in Moroccan Dis* 
put* Than People Will Approve. 
Berlin. Sept. 19.—Foreign Minister 
Von Kiderlen-Watebter received the 
French ambassador, M. Cambon, at 
the foreign office and presented to him 
Germany’s answer to the latest pro­ 
posals of France relative to the Mo- 
ocean dispute. 


What France Offers. 
Paris, Sept. 19. 
The 
negotiations 
with Germany are entering a decisive 
stage and the feeling among French 
statesmen appears to be that they 
have offered Germany more than the 
public opinion of their country will 
approve after the present strain has 
relaxed. 
They have offered in compensation 
to Germany territories In the French 
Congo in which fifteen French com 
panies are operating arid upon which 
France has expended $10,(KIO,OOO in ten 
year*. An examination of the terms 
after the agreement has been conclud 
ed must allow such a degree of Ger­ 
man renunciation In Morocco as will 
justify the cabinet in offering to cede 
60,000 square miles or so of the richest 
part of the French Congo. Otherwise 
the agreement will be overthrown bv 
the chamber of deputies. 
The French ministry will probably 
find It Impossible in any essential par­ 
ticular to go further than they have 
There is almost a feeling of regret 
among the French people now that 
the cabinet has gone as far as It ap­ 
parently has gone.

Cold milk will not se|*arate as 
completely as warm milk. 
Turn separator with a steady 
and uniform speed and flush 
down with skitninlik or water 
at end of separation. 
Wash all parts of separator at 
end of separation and scald, 
leaving iii the opeu air to dry.
